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GRAFRTI 

City  Gets  Serious 


'If  it's  on  MY  house,  it's  not  art'  is 
the  new  slogan  adopted  by  the  city  Graf- 
fiti Task  Force.     This  issue  is  attract- 
ing the  attention  of  San  Francisco's 
people  like  few  others  have  in  the  past. 

On  April  26,  our  Excelsior  neighbors 
and  Ingleside  Police  Station  organized  a 
'Paint  Out'.     Even  Mayor  Feinstein  donned 
overalls  and  wielded  a  brush  for  the 
cause.     Reports  to  date  indicate  that  the 
area  along  Mission  St.  which  was  cleaned 
up  has  stayed  almost  entirely  graffiti- 
free.     Authorities  have  contended  that 
getting  rid  of  graffiti  means  less  graf- 
fiti in  the  future,  which  seems  to  be  the 
case  on  Mission  St.     Glen  Park  business 
people  and  homeowners  who  have  been  re- 
luctant to  spend  time  and  money  cleaning 
or  painting  out  graffiti  should  take 
heart  that  their  efforts  will  ultimately 
pay  off. 

In  addition,  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
recently  passed  an  ordinance  proposed  by 
Quentin  Kopp  that  makes  selling  marker 
pens  with  more  than  a  i^"  tip  to  minors 
a  misdemeanor.     It  is  also  a  misdemeanor 
for  minors  to  be  in  possession  of  these 
pens  outside  of  the  school  or  home. 

Ingleside  Station  has  made  a  priority 
for  officers  to  look  for  and  apprehend 
young  people  defacing  property.     An  un- 
dercover officer  is  assigned  full-time 
to  this  task. 

Once  again,  we  stress  that  if  graffiti 
shows  up  on  your  property,  you  should 
wipe  it  up  or  paint  it  out  as  soon  as 
possible.     As  the  recent  'targeting'  of 
Continental  Savings  showed,  graffiti 
that  is  left  up  only  attracts  more  graf- 
fiti.    Until  our  young  people  are  made 
aware  of  how  costly  and  unacceptable 
this  behavior  is  ($750,000  last  year  for 
Muni  bus  and  shelter  clean-up  alone) , 
we  as  individuals  will  simply  have  to 
keep  our  own  little  corners  of  Glen  Park 
as  clean  and  graffiti-free  as  possible.

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Abandoned  Auto 
Battle  Continues 

In  1985,  approximately  12,000  'notice 
of  tow'  placards  were  placed  on  cars  in 
the  Ingleside  Police  District,  of  which 
Glen  Park  is  part.     Most  of  those  autos 
were  moved  the  required  distance,  but 
more  than  1100  were  towed.  Multiply 
this  number  by  all  the  police  districts 
in  San  Francisco,  and  you  can  see  how 
huge  a  problem  abandoned  cars  are.  In 
addition,  there  are  about  10,000  cars 
per  square  mile  in  the  city  that  are  le- 
gally registered.     No  wonder  you  can't 
find  a  parking  place! 

Most  cars  which  fall  into  the  general 
'abandoned  auto'  category  are  not  aban- 
doned per  se.     They  are  held  as  parts  re- 
servoirs for  the  multitude  of  illegal 
auto  repair  shops  operating  in  residen- 
tial neighborhoods.     The  two  problems  are 
thus  closely  related.     While  these  extra 
cars  littering  our  streets  are  a  nuisance, 
the  companion  problems  of  these  illegal 
shops  can  be  hazardous  because  of  the 
chemicals  that  are  stored  and  disposed 
of  improperly.     In  addition  to  police  and 
fire  code  violations,  the  EPA  is  now  be- 
coming involved  in  the  issue  because  of 
these  toxic  chemicals. 

In  response  to  continued  complaints 
from  residents  throughout  the  City,  the 
Police  Department  will  be  cracking  down 
on  abandoned  autos  and  illegal  repair 
shops  within  the  next  few  months.  The 
target  of  this  crackdown  is  not  the  or- 
dinary person  repairing  his/her  own  car 
or  that  of  a  friend.     But  Police,  Fire, 
Zoning  &  Planning,  State  Bureau  of  Auto- 
motive Repair  and  the  EPA  will  begin 
coming  down  hard  on  the  chronic  illegal 
repair  shops  that  operate  for  years  to 
the  detriment  of  the  quality  of  life  in 
our  residential  neighborhoods.

Chenery  Street 
To  Be  Repaved 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  will  re- 
surface Chenery  Street  from  Diamond  to 
Miguel  Streets  as  soon  as  the  Water  De- 
partment finishes  laying  new  waterlines 
under  Chenery  Street.     The  CPA  is  trying 
to  have  DPW  extend  the  resurfacing  all 
the  way  to  Randall  Street,  since  this 
portion  of  Chenery  has  also  been  subject- 
ed to  water line  construction.       The  De- 
partment of  Streets  and  Highways  is  now 
waiting  to  receive  the  necessary  utility 
clearances  on  the  Randall  to  Miguel  por- 
tion before  repaving  can  be  scheduled. 

Chenery  Street  will  also  have  yellow 
lane-marker  reflectors  installed.  These 
reflectors  at  one  time  stretched  from 
30th  to  Diamond,  but  the  heavy  traffic 
on  Chenery  Street  has  dislodged  all  but 
a  few. 

For  about  a  year,  CPA  has  been  asking 
for  a  deceleration  lane  on  San  Jose 
Avenue  just  north  of  the  280  exit  ramp. 
This  request  was  prompted  by  complaints 
from  many  local  residents  about  the  haz- 
ards of  trying  to  safely  slow  down  and 
make  a  right-turn  on  Rousseau  with  high- 
speed San  Jose  Ave.   traffic.     All  plans 
for  a  deceleration  lane  are  on  hold  until 
Muni  goes  through  with  their  planned 
J-line  extension  down  San  Jose  Ave.

Community 
Boards,  a  non-profit  San  Francisco  organ- 
ization whose  volunteers  mediate  neighbor- 
hood disputes,  is  beginning  a  new  training 
class  on  June  19.     People  who  have  taken 
the  training  say  its  usefulness  goes  far 
beyond  their  Community  Boards  service; 
they  use  it  every  day  of  their  lives. 

Community  Boards  leaders  negotiate  a 
common  ground  between  two  disagreeing 
parties  --  without  involving  the  courts 
or  the  authorities.     They  handle  every- 
thing from  barking  dogs  to  tenant-land- 
lord disputes  to  major  land-use  ques- 
tions.    Leaders  help  the  parties  nego- 
tiate aiicommon  ground,  then  determine  a 
reasonable  course  of  future  action.

Bayview  Fire  Tragedy  Hits  Home 


On  April  4th,  San  Francisco  and  the 
nation  watched  in  horror  as  one  of  the 
worst  fires  in  the  city's  history  gutted 
the  huge  Bayview  Industrial  Park  complex. 
Among  the  eight  victims  of  the  fire  was 
a  01  en  Park  man,  Phillip  Charles  Marta. 

An  employee  of  the  New  York  Times  dis- 
tribution center,  Marta  was  only  19 
years  old.  He  attended  local  schools 
and  was  an  outstanding  martial  arts  stu- 
dent. In  addition  to  his  mother  Yvonne 
Scott,  Marta  is  survived  by  his  fiancee 
Sandra  and  their  three-month-old  son. 

Because  Phillip  was  the  sole  support  of 
Sandra  and  the  baby,  a  trust  fund  has 
been  established  to  aid  their  adjustment 
to  this  tragedy.     People  wishing  to  help 
may  send  donations  to:
